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HE BEING DEAD, YET SPEAKETH 


The best wish that can possibly be extended to the readers 
of this magazine is that they may all enjoy, during the new 
year, fellowship with Christ in a higher and deeper sense than 
ever they have known before.

Then we shall open them in the realms 
of glory, for Jesus Christ, the Son of God, said: “I go to pre- 
pare a place for you, that where I am, there ye may be also.” 
In the meantime, however, we are not left alone, and He ever 
liveth to make intercession for us.

As a matter of fact, this ignorance of the 
Lord’s people as to the true nature of the Church of Rome 
and the character and results of its teaching really forms the 
greatest difficulty that confronts Christ’s Mission in its work. 
In the next place you can show them your copy of this maga- 
zine, and get them to subscribe for it, telling them, however, 
that you want your copy back to keep for reference, because 
it is so accurate in its statements, and has so many things in 
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it that are really authoritative, and that can safely be quoted. 
Then again, you can order some of the books that are adver- 
tised in the magazine, and lend them to your friends, and get 
them interested in the important questions that are dealt with 
in them—such, for example, as “The Double Doctrine of the 
Church of Rome,” by the late Baroness Von Zedtwitz. And 
lastly—and most important of all—you can talk to your Ro- 
man Catholic neighbors and friends about what Christ has 
done for you in giving you the assurance that the sins of the 
past are forgiven, and what He does for you every day in 
keeping you from falling into sin which once had dominion 
over you. 


Of Enlightening Your Roman Catholic Friends 

There are many ways in which the vital truths of the Gospel 
can be put before Roman Catholics without attacking or even re- 
ferring to the doctrines of their Church, or in any way arousing 
feelings of hostility or antagonism. Indeed, the presentation of 
truth is of more value, in itself, than the contradiction of error, 
because merely asserting—or even proving to the satisfaction of 
the individual—that any particular teaching is false, is of little 
value, unless the actual truth is accepted by the hearer. In this 
country alone there are over thirty millions of so-called “lapsed” 
Catholics or their children—most of whom have now practically 
no religion at all, although they have no faith in the teaching of 
the Roman Church, because they have had bitter experience of 
its spiritual bankruptcy. Therefore the most effective way is to 
tell Catholic people the facts as to certain matters that they can 
test themselves in their own experience. For example, you can 
tell them that all the promises of God given to His people, either 
collectively or individually, and all the words.of Christ Himself 
and of His apostles—as found in their own Douay Bible—are 
written to them individually. You can tell them that Jesus loves 
them far too much for it to be at all necessary for them to try to 
enlist the help of the Virgin Mary or of any apostle or so-called 
“saint” on their behalf to induce Him to listen to their prayers. 
They can be told that they can enjoy the experience of “going 
in peace” because the sins of the past have all been “forgiven 
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thee” by the Saviour, and that they can have the consciousness 
that the Holy Spirit witnesses with their spirit that they have 
become reconciled to God: that they can know what it is to live 
a life in which sin no more has any dominion over them, and 
that this is the experience that God wishes every single one of 
them to enjoy every day. And if you are able to say that this is 
your happy experience—and has been for years, in most cases 
the message will be received with attention, because there is 
nothing at all like it in the teaching of their Church. 


Priestcraft Defeated in Canada 


In the general election in Canada on Dec. 17, 1917, the 
Roman hierarchy, in practical control of the Province of Quebec, 
went down to defeat in their efforts to aid the foes of the Allies 
by hamstringing the Dominion in respect of further successful 
prosecution of the war. With them went down the veteran 
Canadian statesman, Sir Wilfred Laurier, who, if memory serves 
us rightly, publicly knelt and kissed the ring of the Papal Dele- 
gate at the Eucharistic celebration in Montreal a few years ago. 

This is another case of the “Divide-and-Rule” policy of the 
Vatican, the aim being to segregate Quebec from the other Prov- 
inces of Canada, so that the hierarchy may retain their hold 
on the people. 

So far as the war record of the Province goes, it only sub- 
scribed five per cent. of the Victory Loan, “and the enormous 
number of exemptions from military service allowed by the 
French-Canadian exemption tribunals are all too strong evidence 
of a deliberate determination to defeat the operation of the 
Military Service Act” (“Christian Science Monitor,” Boston). 
The “Manitoba Free Press” said that, in proportion to her popu- 
lation, Quebec was some 80,000 short on her quota. Of the 
46,998 Quebec enlistments, less than 8,000 were French-speaking. 

In one respect, however, the Papal agents have been success- 
ful—that is, in widening the breach between Quebec and the 
other Provinces; although whether having come out in their 
true colors before all the other Provinces—and the United 
States—as enemies of unity at home and of the Allies abroad, 
will offset that success remains to be seen. If similar ignorance 
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and indifference as to the Papal Peril existed in Canada before 
the election as are seen here, some of the ignorant have acquired 
a measure of wisdom, and the St. John “Standard” says that 
“it would not be surprising if the members of the Union Govern- 
ment should decide that the St. Lawrence Province requires a 
sharp lesson.” 

It seems as if Quebec is likely to prove the latest concrete 
example of the truth of Gambetta’s declaration, “Priestcraft is 
the enemy!” (“Le clericalisme, voila l’ennemi!” ) 


Cardinal Gibbons’ New Year Message 


The New Year Message of Cardinal Gibbons given out to 
the newspapers was, like the Peace Plan put out by the Pope 
last fall, as eloquent in its silence as in its words. Like that 
famous Fiasco also, it was a typically Papal utterance in its 
ignoring of moral values. It was worded as follows: 

“For the American public I pray for a year of peace and 
prosperity. I trust that the new year will soon see the advent 
of a permanent and solid peace throughout the world.” 

“Peace and prosperity” embody, in the Cardinal’s view, the 
greatest blessings he can wish for the nation. In view of all 
the circumstances, two purely material objects. The word 
“peace” means, of course, a “German peace,” as indicated by 
his interview of December 26, 1917 (referred to at greater 
length elsewhere) ; and “prosperity,” of course, means the acqui- 
sition of those things that can be touched, seen and handled. 
Although the very existence, first, of the nation itself, and then 
of “democracy” throughout the world, is at stake, the deliv- 
erance of the one and the rescue of the other have no part in| 
the prayers of the Papal Agent of Baltimore. No such words 
as “The right,” “justice,” “liberties,” “peril,” or “preservation” 
occurred to the Cardinal’s mind—still less “success” or “victory” 
for the American war on behalf of the liberties of all the human 
race. And this is for the same reasons that made certain omis- 
sions from the Letter of Pope Benedict XV so conspicuous. 
The Vatican and the Roman Curia are the most deadly foes of 
“democracy’—using the word as President Wilson applied it— 
on earth; far more so than the Kaiser and the Junkerthum, for 
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even the most reactionary Pan-German writer has never sug- 
gested enslaving the minds and souls of any of the peoples 
whom they desire to subjugate. It is quite within the bounds 
of possibility that Cardinal Gibbons has heard something from 
Rome concerning the attitude of himself and some of the 
hierarchy in America in their support of the war. That this 
attitude was taken up as being the most likely to promote the 
purposes of the Vatican may be taken for granted, and in due 
time no doubt a “little bill” will be presented to the Government 
for the vigorous support that has been given. The most likely 
form that suggests itself at the moment may be pressure on our 
administration to secure a seat for a Papal Delegate at the 
Peace Council, or the sending to Rome of an official representa- 
tive accredited to the Vatican. One thing can be depended upon 
—that somehow, in some form, at some time, Rome will seek 
to get a quid pro quo. 


THE PROTESTANT REVIEW FOR 1918

dividual effort for the conversion of their Roman Catholic 
friends and neighbors by personal testimony and not by argu- 
ments against the errors or practices of their Church. 

III. In that it endeavors, within its limitations of space, to 
present important occurrences in the realms of national and 
international affairs in plain, simple terms, responsible authori- 
ties being cited and named for all important statements made. 

IV. In that it is intended that each issue shall constitute 
one part of a work of permanent value to the subscriber, 
whether his particular interest lies in the evangelical or the 
secular aspects of Papal activities in this and other countries. 

Another important feature of the magazine is that the state- 
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ments made are couched in conservative language, to which 
no exception can be reasonably taken by any Roman Catholic, 
however repugnant to his taste the assertion itself may be. 

Within the limitations of our space among the features 
we have in mind for this year are: 

1. Reprints of some of Father O’Connor'’s letters to Cardinal 
McCloskey and Cardinal Gibbons that are as “live” to-day as 
when they were written. The first of these will deal with the 
celibacy of the clergy. It was suggested by the marriage of a 
priest and a nun of a convent in Brooklyn, and brought down 
to New York from a rectory in Maine, the first priest who 
“came to” Christ’s Mission—and he never went back. He is 
in the Protestant ministry to-day. 

2. Continuation of the series “The Gospel in the Douay 
(Catholic) Bible.” Our friends who wish to help on, person- 
ally, the evangelization of the Catholic people, will find it 
comparatively easy to mail copies of the magazine to their 
Catholic friends, either with or without a request for their 
opinion on the evangelical truths set forth in this department. 


3. Comment upon public actions or statements of high 
priests of Rome, together with citations from official Roman 
sources bearing upon the particular matter dealt with. 

4. The progress of Gallicanism in the Roman Church— 
strikingly shown at the recent voting on the so-called “Anti- 
Aid” amendment to the State Constitution of Massachusetts, 
will receive the attention it deserves, as also the impetus it 
will receive through the mobilization of such large numbers of 
Catholics in our army and navy. 


5. Clear expositions of the real Roman doctrine, showing 
the differences in fundamentals between it and the teachings 
of Christ and the apostles—and especially those of St. Peter 
among the latter—will be given. Readers who think that the 
body of Roman Church teaching is merely a “corrupt form” 
of New Testament Christianity, will be shown how far from 
the truth is any such conception. 

6. Attention will be directed to the social and economic 
evils that are the results of the acceptance of Roman teaching 
among those peoples who have never heard any other. 
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7, These important matters will be set forth in such a man- 
ner as will commend itself to scholars, theologians and men of 
affairs, while put in language easily understood by those who 
have had no special advantages as to higher education, or op- 
portunities for the study of literature on the subject. 

It may be noted by some readers that nothing in the fore- 
going suggests “revelations,” “exposures,” etc., of evils con- 
nected with certain parts of the Roman ecclesiastical machine. 
The reason for such omission on the program given is that 
the magazine’s purpose is to deal with the root rather than 
the fruit—as a matter of principle; and further that this is 
the course laid down by Father O’Connor who always main- 
tained that in the long run his plan, though comparatively 
devoid of the spectacular or sensational element, was success- 
ful in doing the greatest good to the greatest number—in other 
words, was the more efficient. On the day of his death he 
left behind him a live evangelical agency the influence of which 
was felt in every State of the Union, in every Province of 
Canada, in practically every country in the world, and also in 
the Vatican itself. This last was attested by a priest who 
came from Rome to Christ’s Mission, who told Father O’Con- 
nor that his knowledge of the institution was due to his duty 
of filing away the publications that came to the Vatican from 
all parts of the world, and that every copy of “The Converted 
Catholic” bore a number of heavy markings of paragraphs and 
articles showing the care with which it had been read by the 
officials through whose hands it had passed. 

Six years after Father O’Connor’s departure we are more 
than ever convinced that the principles he laid down are those 
that will lead to permanent success. And we propose to con- 
tinue his work on his lines till we find a more excellent way.

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AN IMPORTANT APPEAL FROM SOUTH AMERICA 


We give below the text of two important documents that 
reached us last month from a South American country, though 
for the reason that the publication of the names of places and 
persons would increase trouble rather than remedy it, several 


verbal changes have been made. 
The first is: 


FroM A CHRISTIAN WoRKER IN SOUTH AMERICA. 
Dear Friend and Brother: 

I send you a translation of a testimony of a converted 
priest at ; , which place I visited last year. There is 
also a comment of a paper published in on the uncharitable 
treatment he received because of his change of faith. 

Recently a friend has written me from ’ , asking 
about a priest in whom he is interested who wishes to receive 
Bible instruction with a view to entering the Christian min- 
istry, and I recommended him to write to you. Perhaps you 
could give him some information about the terms on which 
priests are received at Christ’s Mission.

EXTRACT FROM THE “PROTEST” OF FATHER ——. 

Since my youth, when studying with a view to receiving 
holy orders, and now in my position as a truly Christian priest, 
I have observed the impediments that exist to prevent one 
from living honorably in the so-called Roman Catholic asso- 
ciation. The ministers of this religion participate actively in 
political affairs, in the acquiring of worldly goods that give 
them power and influence, in opposition to the clear and precise 
teachings given by Jesus Christ, and regulate society as they 
think fit, whether in the pulpit or in the confessional, believing 
themselves authorized to restrict the sphere of man’s intel- 
lectual activity and to decide what is the truth and to teach 
it. * * Enemies of popular education—not, of course, that 
which teaches men to worship blindly and to obey without 
discussion—but that which teaches them to think freely and 
to form judgment by the perceptions of our understanding, 
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and by the analysis and education of our own mind, without 
being led like the blind, by the reasoning of an intelligence 
not our own, * * * 

My life in this institution has deepened these impressions 
because I have noted that the priests charged with the cure 
of souls, in place of exercising charity * * preach one thing 
and practise another, not even undertaking works of mercy, 
and giving us as example, a pernicious example, the disinter- 
ment of the dead [sic], the persecution of those who do not 
think as they do. * * Not showing other love to their neighbors 
than that which will bring to them some pecuniary advantage, 
and manifesting their perversity and cruelty instead of pre- 
senting themselves as models of forbearance and charity. * * 

These facts have brought to me the conviction that it is 
not the so-called Roman Catholic religion that should domi- 
nate in the world, since, on almost every occasion, it is in 
opposition to the commands given by Jesus Christ and the 
evangelists for future generations; and having also noted 
the deliberate alteration of the Ten Commandments (in the 
Roman catechism), it behooves, I say, all men independent 
and free from prejudices and of good faith to enter as soon as 
possible the school of truth—the religion that is more in ac- 
cord with the will of the One who shed His Blood to save 
humanity, to proclaim the truth, to abandon the errors in 
which, from whatever cause, they may be found. * * In con- 
sequence of the foregoing I lift my voice of protest against 
the so-called Roman Catholic religion, and I come to enter 
the Christian religion which has as its Rule the Gospel given 
by God and written by the true disciples of Him who gave 
Himself for our salvation. 

Therefore, from now and for all time, I declare my ad 
herence to the Christian faith, separating myself from the 
Roman Catholic, and returning the priestly signs of office with 
which I was clothed and entering the way of truth. 

I sign this in the town of [date follows] in evidence 
of the above, before witnesses.

COMMENT OF A SECULAR PAPER. 
Dr. is a priest who contracted [a certain dreadful 
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disease, rare outside tropical lands], and who was taken to 

[an establishment for treatment of this disease]. He began to 
meditate on religious truths, and, in observing the practices—how 
the teachings of Christ served as a screen for political intrigues 
and, grossly disfigured, become methods of torture for those who 
do not submit absolutely to the Church—the humble priest be- 
came a Protestant. Ina well-reasoned and methodical document, 
inspired by the light of the Gospel, he gave publicity to his 
determination, and denounced the syStem employed in con- 
fessionals, in professional chairs and pulpits by his former 
co-religionists to deceive the faithful, for one thing; and for 
another, to compel them to adopt certain political principles. 

Faithful to his conscience, he sought the truth as he under- 
stood it, and entered, without fear of future troubles, the 
evangelical society. But alas, the poor man did not know the 
length to which intolerance would carry those who should be 
models of charity and culture. The priest became an object 
of hate, and received maledictions from clergy and laity. But 
this was not all. Desirous of submitting himself to a treat- 
ment recently applied elsewhere with good success, he com- 
plied with the necessary formulas essential to secure—as he 
actually did from the chief medical official—an order for the 
application of certain injections, and then Calvary began. 

An eye-witness relates the matter in the following manner: 
“How surprised Dr. was at finding himself rejected by 
the practitioner with rough words, in presence of a number 
of patients who were waiting their turns. ‘I cannot give you 
the injections,’ he said. ‘My religious beliefs will not permit 
me. I am not here to serve Protestants. I have no desire to 
do it, and no one has authority over me. Let a Protestant 
be sent to do what is required.’ ” 

Is not that which these words express almost a crime? 
What religious beliefs are those which put bars and bolts on 
the heart, and only set free the worst instincts? Are they not 
words of the Saviour, “Love your enemies”? And is it not 
an elemental duty of humanity to help the suffering? * * * 

We call the attention of the authorities to this unheard-of 
case, and suggest to them that they secure the services of 2 
Protestant medical missionary not only for this poor man, but

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for all patients who profess the Protestant religion, so that 
such an unbecoming and uncharitable occurrence should not 
be repeated. 

From Our Letter to THE SoutH AMERICAN WORKER. 


With regard to the poor priest, we will put his statement in 
the magazine and try to get some money to help him obtain 
treatment that he can’t get without it. We doubt not that there 
is more religious conviction beneath his statement than appears 
on the surface, but as it stands it makes no allusion to any per- 
sonal experience of conversion or of the falsity of any special 
dogma. An important point in this connection is that if his 
“adherence to the Christian faith, separating myself from the 
Roman Catholic,” is like a man changing one coat for another, 
he is not likely to /ast out against the enemies of his soul. This, 
however, in no way affects our sympathy with, and interest in, 
him, and we will do our best to improve conditions for him. 

For your information in regard to possible future cases, we 
would say that we would like you to assure yourself—as far 
as that can be done—that with the person in question the leav- 
ing of Rome is a matter growing out of religious conviction 
and at least a measure of personal experience between the soul 
and God. A mere intellectual rejection of one set of doctrines 
and the adoption of another will not suffice to overcome all 
the difficulties that face a priest of Rome when he leaves the 
Church, however desirous certain friends may be to help him. 
Further, the force of mere mental opinions may not in them- 
selves, be strong enough to stand the combined tests of time 
and the power of the dogmas that have been the foundation 
of life for thirty or forty years, especially when coldness, in- 
difference and sometimes even suspicion are encountered where 
something more like the spirit of Christ was anticipated. 

Your statement that the Bible training at your institute 
is “of a very simple character” is in our opinion (though doubt- 
less dictated by modesty) one of the most laudatory that could 
be made, in actual fact. 

Father O’Connor had friendly relations with the Moody 
School at Northfield, Mass., and that is where we should en- 
deavor to send Mr. ’s friend or any priest like him, who 
came to the United States. 
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It is, however, of the greatest importance that before any 
priests were sent here, there should be as little doubt as pos- 
sible on the points I have named, else disappointment and per- 
haps worse, are likely to ensue. 

I would remind you that new temptations to leave the 
Roman Church (in South America) are being created for 
priests of certain mental inclinations in the reported wealth 
and influence—political and social—of the Roman Church in 
the United States, to say nothing of possibilities in commercial 
life as interpreters, literary propagandists, etc., arising out 
of the great trade developments between this country and 
South America. If such priests can get here through the 
agency of men like you and Mr. , with introductions and 
more or less of backing from you, it is easy to see how the end 
may justify such means as a temporary changing one coat for 
another (possibly even with the sanction of the Church au- 
thorities) if “the good of the Church” can be promoted by ad- 
vantage to the individual. 

With prayers for your work, the warmest possible fraternal 
greetings and the hope that your success in 1918 will surpass 
that of any previous year.

“DIVIDE ET IMPERA”—DIVIDE AND GOVERN 

The New York “Times,” December 12, 1917, contained a 
despatch from Quebec saying that on the previous day a motion 
had been introduced into the Provincial Legislative Assembly 
by J. N. Francoeur, Deputy for Letbiniére, proposing that the 
Province of Quebec secede from the Confederation of Canadian 
Provinces. It was to be debated on January 8, 1918, and was 
worded thus: 

“That this House is of the opinion that the Province of Que- 
bec would be disposed to accept the rupture of the Federation 
pact of 1867 if, in the opinion of the other Provinces, it is be- 
lieved that the said Province is an obstacle to the union and 
the progress and development of Canada.” 

Pope Pius IX was the only sovereign on earth who recog- 
nized the Southern Confederacy in our own Civil War. 
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By a curious coincidence in the same issue was an editorial 
containing the following sentences: 

It is his business to ascertain all the sore spots in the 
country whose hospitality he is receiving and to labor with 
Machiavellian ingenuity to embroil that country with as 
many as possible of its neighbors. It is his business to set 
country against country, as well in peace as in war; to 
foment national misunderstandings, to create them if they 
do not exist, to breed suspicion, hatred, jealousy between 
the nation which he honors with his presence and other 
nations. 

These words were written about a representative of the 
Kaiser, but the whole history of the Papacy shows that they 
might well have been written about many of those agents of 
the Vatican who, down through the centuries, have been set to 
the task of carrying into effect the maxim, “Divide and rule.” 
Some of the most curious passages in Dr. Robertson’s book, “The 
Roman Catholic Church in Italy,” are those which describe the 
way in which the cities and the several States of that country 
were set against each other to prevent them from forming any 
bonds of unity and friendship that might lead to a combination 
that might threaten the tyranny of the Papacy over them all. 

Ireland has afforded an object-lesson of the same policy from 
the promulgation of the Bull Regnans in Excelsis of Pius V, 
excommunicating and deposing Queen Elizabeth down to the 
Sinn Fein to-day—with its riotous bloodshed one day, and on 
another its obstruction to anything like the unification of Ireland 
now being attempted by the Irish Convention, made up of the 
best men ‘of all the other parties in the country. 

So far as this country is concerned the extent to which the: 
influence of the agents of Rome has been successful in creating 
in some places and maintaining in others feelings of hostility 
against Great Britain in the minds of the American people, it 
would not be possible even to estimate, especially in respect of 
the text-books used in the schools since the days of the Revo- 
lution. 

When the so-called “peace treaties” with Great Britain and 
other European nations were under consideration by the Senate, 
the same principle was worked out by Irish Catholics in one 
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section of New York City, while a prominent German Catholic 
lawyer from up the State led the disorderly demonstration in 
the Carnegie Music Hall that broke up a meeting at which some 
of the most prominent citizens in the land sought to provide 
means of avoiding war with European nations. 

There is a very widespread disposition on the part of a large 
percentage of the comparatively few who are alive to the exist- 
ence of the Papal Peril, to put all the blame—or the credit— 
for this kind of work on the members of the Jesuit order. Per- 
haps the long list of its expulsions from so many different coun- 
tries has something to do with this feeling—especially when 
coupled with the fact that in our own days, whenever a “Catho- 
lic” country attempts to rid itself of the interference by the 
Vatican in its political or economic affairs, the religious orders 
are the first to feel the vengeance of the people upon whom they 
have been foisted. We can all remember such incidents in France, 
Italy, Portugal and Mexico. 

Not very long ago an officer of the Guardians of Liberty 
met his brother on the street, walking with a well-to-do Por- 
tuguese merchant. The brother stopped and said to the for- 
eigner, “This is my brother, Mr. ; heis an A. P. A.” 

“A. P. A.?” said the Portuguese; “what’s that?” 

“Oh, he’s an anti-clerical !” 
“Then I’m an A. P. A. too; for I’m an anti-clerical.” 
“But are you not a Roman Catholic? Don’t you go to mass?” 

“T certainly am a Catholic, and a good one, too; and I always 
go to mass when I can possibly do so. But for all that, if I 
were back in Lisbon and I saw a Jesuit on the street, and I had 
a gun in my hand, J would shoot him dead!” 

Whatever may be the share taken by the religious orders 
and by individual members of the Roman hierarchy in pro- 
moting the interests of the Papacy along the lines indicated, it 
seems to us that, in this country at least, the Catholic school 
teachers in both public and parochial schools have the most 
fertile field, whether they all utilize it or not. 

One thing, at any rate, is certain. Every single one of them 
either does, or does not, stand for the doctrines contained in 
the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius IX and the Encyclical 
Immortale Dei of Pope Leo XIII. If they do not stand for 
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them, they are not good Catholics; if they do, they cannot con- 
scientiously teach the children that liberty of speech, liberty of 
worship, liberty of the press, liberty of opinion and separation 
of Church and State are of any real value to the individual— 
or even good things at all. 

And on these points every child that goes to a public school 
—or a parochial school, either—should receive definite, positive 
instruction, if he is to be made a good American in the best 
sense, and a good citizen of the Republic. 

This is a matter that should receive the attention of the 
authorities in every State—especially in those that have received 
members of the religious orders who left their country for their 

vaettry’s good when they refused to obey the laws of France. 

The New York “Times,” Dec. 13, 1917, quotes Rev. Joseph 
McMahon, pastor of the Church of Our Lady of Lourdes, as 
having said the previous afternoon in an address to the Catholic 
Library Association : 

“Great harm was done to the Belgian refugees in England 
by the influence of the Irish priests who, overcome by their 
hatred of England, told them that they were fools to oppose 
the Germans in their invasion, that the Germans were the true 
friends of little nations and that England had entered the war 
to become the ruler of the world.” 

But even in priest-ridden Quebec there are papers that 
have the courage to speak out in a way that shows that they 
know where the root of the trouble lies. For example “La 
Patrie,” of Montreal, says: “Canada could not speak more 
clearly; yesterday’s verdict is the expression of the civilian 
population’s opinion. It is what we had forecasted. The 
sister Provinces have reaffirmed their willingness to share the 
fate of the mother country, while Quebec did not share the 
same enthusiasm for the participation in the war. That differ- 
ence in views and ideals is attributed to a certain school 
(Bourassa and his press), which misrepresented Great Britain 
and was allowed to carry on the greatest campaign of disaf- 
fection, discrediting both England and France, and every day 
publishing ill-inspired attacks against the united Empire.” 

Of course “Bourassa and his press” were merely the mouth 
pieces of the Roman hierarchy.

Goop NEws FOR THE YEAR 1918. 
GOD says to YOU-PERSONALLY—“Do not fear, for I 
am with thee.”—Gen. xxvi, 24. 

The year 1918 opens in clouds and darkness as to the future 
of all the nations—including our own. Abroad bloodshed, fam- 
ine, disease, cruelty and oppression cover wide expanses of 
territory, and in this country privation of many kinds for indi- 
viduals of all classes, and disturbances in every field of business, 
commercial and political life are creating conditions never be- 
fore seen in the history of the Republic, and for which no prece- 
dent of the past can afford any suggestion for the solution of 
the numberless complex and intricate problems that arise daily 
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before the men who are responsible for the welfare of the city, 
of the State and of the nation. 

And the daily life of every individual is directly affected by 
all these adverse circumstances that press round his daily life 
on every side. 

Where, then, shall we go for aid, for encouragement, and for 
real, abiding HELP in these new days of new trials, new anxie- 
ties and new sorrows? 

First, let us go direct to God Himself in prayer and suppli- 
cation for our individual needs; talk to Him face to face, as 
a man speaks to his friend. 

In Psalm 102 (Benedic, anima), 13, we read: 

As a father hath compassion on his children, so hath the 
Lord compassion on them that fear him; and in verse 17: 

But the mercy of the Lord is from eternity and unto eternity 
upon them that fear him; 
and the writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews says (chap. iv, 16) : 

Let us go therefore with confidence to the throne of grace: 
that we may obtain mercy, and find grace in seasonable aid. 

(It is manifest from these verses—and many others like 
them throughout the Catholic Bible—that there is no necessity 
to ask the Virgin Mary, or saints or angels, to use their influ- 
ence with God or with Jesus Christ in order to obtain a hearing 
for us when we wish to obtain any good gift or grace or help 
or deliverance from either. If there had been, this last verse 
would have read: “Let us, after having asked the Virgin Mary, 
or some apostle or saint, to get a hearing for us from God, go 
with confidence to the throne of grace;” but the writer tells 
us plainly to “go to the throne of grace” itself “with confidence” 
—and not only that our prayer will be heard, but that we shall 
“find grace in seasonable aid.” And in the preceding verse he 
states, as the reason for this “confidence,” the fact that “we have 
not a high priest, who cannot have compassion in our infirmities : 
but one tempted in all things like as we are, without sin.” So 
that we are assured beforehand, not only of obtaining a hearing 
for any petition we offer, but a sympathetic hearing—quite an 
important point.) 

But we are still better off in these days of darkness than if 
we had merely a loving and sympathetic God to pray to; God 
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is able to help us each one individually, as well as willing to do 
so. If you will turn to Isaias xliii, 2, you will find these words, 
which are written to every man, woman or child as personally 
as if an angel brought them direct from Heaven written on a 
sheet of paper: 

When thou shalt pass through the waters, I will be with thee, 
and the rivers shall not cover thee: when thou shalt walk in the 
fire, thou shalt not be burnt, and the flames shall not burn in thee: 

For I am the Lord thy God, the Holy One of Israel, thy 
Saviour. 

So that you have the whole power of the Divine Omnipo- 
tence behind you, as well as the Divine Love, when you ask at 
“the throne of grace” for “seasonable aid”—that is, just the 
special kind of “aid” that you need at the particular moment 
when you put up your prayer. 

According to my concordance, there are no fewer than 
seventy places in the Bible where the words “Fear not,” or their 
equivalent, occur. I will give a few of them as showing not 
cnly God’s interest in those that seek His help, but His determi- 
nation to give them just the help they need. 

To Agar, in the wilderness (Genesis xxi, 17): 

Fear not, for God hath heard the voice of the boy from the 
place wherein he is. 

To Isaac, when threatened by enemies (Genesis xxvi, 24): 

Do not fear, for I am with thee. 

To Jacob (Genesis xlvi, 3): 

I am the most mighty God of thy father: fear not, go down 
into Egypt, for I will make a great nation of thee there. 

To Josue (Josue viii, 1): 

Fear not, nor be thou dismayed. 

Say to the faint-hearted: Take courage and fear not: * * 
God himself will come and will save you (Isaias xxxv, 4). 

Jesus, to His disciples (Matthew x, 31): 

Fear not therefore: better are ye than many sparrows. 

“An angel of God” to the holy apostle Paul (Acts xxvii, 24): 

Fear not, Paul, thou must be brought before C@sar; and, 
behold, God hath given thee all them that sail with thee. 

These references show God’s love for individuals and also 
His determination to protect and deliver them under a great 
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variety of circumstances. And there are no circumstances in 
which any man can possibly find himself now, in which these 
words of our loving Father in Heaven cannot afford him help 
and strength and encouragement. 


But perhaps some reader says: “But I do not know God 
in that way. I am continually having to go to confession to 
get absolution, for I keep on sinning against Him every day. I do 
not, therefore, feel able to go to the throne of grace with con- 
fidence. I feel myself such a sinner, indeed, that I often ask 
the Blessed Virgin, or one or other of the saints, to intercede 
for me, so that my prayers may be heard. Indeed, I should 
think it presumptuous to approach God directly.” 

The answer to this can be put in a sentence written by the 
late Father O’Connor nearly forty years ago in a Bible belong- 
ing to Dr. Burrell, of New York City. It was: 


A SEEKING SINNER CAN ALWAYS FIND A SEEKING SAVIOUR. 


When Jesus was on the earth it was never necessary to ask 
the help of the Mother of our Lord, or of any of the Apostles, 
in order to obtain any blessing—whether healing of disease, the 
restoration of sight, the forgiveness of sin, or the supply of 
temporal need. So far as the Holy Mother was concerned, on 
the one occasion when she did in measure intervene between 
those who suffered a lack of wine and her Divine Son, His reply 
was anything but an immediate granting of the implied request 
— “Woman, what is that to me and to thee? my hour is not yet 
come” (John ii, 4). 

And we may be quite sure that, if she were on earth to-day, 
she would say to all those who might desire her intercession 
what she said to the waiters at the marriage feast: “Whatsoever 
he shall say to you, do ye” (John ii, 5). 

And what Jesus says to every man, woman and child on 
earth is: 

Come to me, all you that labour and are burdened, and I will 
refresh you (Matthew xi, 28). 

Jesus stood and cried, saying, If any man thirst, let him come 
to ME, and drink (John vii, 37). 
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THAT POSTAL RATE “RIDER” 


The very existence of every religious and technical magazine 
in the country (including, of course, this one) is threatened by 
a law added as a “rider” to the War Revenue Bill, by which a 
“zone postage rate” for second-class mail matter goes into effect 
next July 1, unless it is repealed before that date. “The Phar- 
maceutical Era,” the leading journal of the drug and chemical 
trade, describes the measure and its far-reaching results thus: 


“The law strikes a body blow at the great American press 
which stands, and always has stood, for an enlightened and cul- 
tured citizenship, which from the beginning has been aligned 
on the side of progress and American liberty. Once the law 
becomes operative it will tend to disintegrate instead of unify- 
ing our national thought, while it will widen instead of oblit- 
erating the distance between the minds of our citizens. Unless 
it is repealed, or modified, it will strike a body blow at the vast 
reading public of the entire country.” 


“Drug Trade Weekly” puts this phase of the proposed law 
even more strongly: 


“During the trying times of the past two years, we have 
had practical demonstrations that we Americans need most of 
all to foster and develop our spirit of nationalism. German 
statesmen have repeatedly spoken of us contemptuously as a 
‘little bundle of sticks,’ intimating that the diverse aims and 
cross-interests of different sections made it impossible for us 
to act strongly as a national unit. Much of the enemy’s propa- 
ganda in our midst has been to divide the spirit and purpose 
of America, stirring up sectional and race selfishness—in a word, 
preventing our ‘little bundle of sticks’ from uniting into a strong 
staff. Common ideals, knowledge and mutual understanding 
are the bands that tie our sticks together, and the very knot is 
the national press. 


“Strong, influential, honest American publications with thor- 
oughly national circulations are not only powerful influences in 
the development of real Americanism, but they are educational 
factors of incalculable importance. America owes the same 
debt to its periodicals as it does to its public schools. What 
would you think if Congress were to legislate the public school 
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out of existence? This Zone Postal Rate Law would legislate 
the national periodical out of existence or force subscribers to 
pay exorbitant prices for their periodicals.” 

A steady war upon the “second-class mail matter” distribu- 
tion through the mails has been in progress for several years, 
and whether it is the result of the machinations of the Papal 
agents or not, it has continuously promoted the interests of the 
Roman hierarchy by impeding the free circulation of a free 
press, and many papers have been killed out altogether. The 
Vatican hates knowledge and enlightenment of any kind amongst 
the people at large of any nation, the Index Librorum Prohibito- 
rum being the most conspicuous concrete evidence of that fact. 
We can be quite sure that when the Editor of “The Pharma- 
ceutical Era” wrote these words: “It will tend to disintegrate 
instead of unifying our national thought, while it will widen 
instead of obliterating the distance between the minds of our 
citizens,” he was not thinking about the Roman Church at all, 
yet he could not have better expressed the baneful effects so 
plainly to be seen in every “Catholic” country of the successful 
operation of this phase of priestcraft. It was the working out 
of this plan in Italy through the centuries that enabled the Vati- 
can to maintain its hold on all the different communities involved, 
and that reduced the land of the Czsars to what Prince Metter- 
nich accurately (at that time) described as “a geographical ex- 
pression.” The marvelous progress made by the Italian nation 
since the Glorious Twentieth of September, 1870, affords us at 
least a glimpse of what she might have been had United Italy 
existed since 1570 or even, say, 1670. There is no doubt that 
the Vatican has far too many henchmen holding official posi- 
tions in the national, State and municipal Governments—and 
they are by no means all members of the Pope’s Church. Indeed, 
many non-Catholics are more easily manipulated by the priestly 
foes of the liberties of the people than those who were born 
into the Church and who “know too much.” The immediate 
duty of every reader of this magazine is to write to the Sena- 
tors and Representatives from his State at Washington, urging 
them to support that part of the Smoot bill (Senate 2985) which 
repeals this obnoxious law. 
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CARDINAL GIBBONS—AND “PEACE” 
The “New York Times” of Dec. 30, 1917, contained an arti- 


cle by Professor William Herbert Hobbs, of the University of 
Michigan, which commences thus: 


His Eminence Cardinal Gibbons, in an interview pub- 
lished in the evening papers of the 26th, makes the astound- 
ing statement that the best way to end the present war is for 
the Central Powers to make a definite peace offer; and that 
our Government officials should “put themselves in a recep- 
tive mood for the generous consideration of any peace offers 
that might come from the Central Powers,” and that “all 
Americans should put themselves in a position to sympa- 
thetically consider any offer embodying fundamental con- 
cessions that would commend themselves to the Allies, and 
to ponder over these propositions in a dispassionate and 
broad-minded way.” 

President Wilson considers that the “record” of the men in 
control of the German Government precludes the possibility of 
treating with them, because they have proved themselves, in his 
opinion, devoid of those qualities that would cause confidence 
to be placed in any treaty or agreement that they might make. 
The Baltimore Cardinal—apparently as blind as the Pope to the 
moral issues involved—invites the American people to ponder 
over any proposition that these Prussian politicians may put forth 
with the same mental attitude with which they would regard a 
proposition from a power that “went to war for a scrap of 
paper.” We may take it that in bespeaking a favorable recep- 
tion for German peace proposals he considers that the end jus- 
tifies the means by which the German campaign opened in Bel- 
gium, even if a number of things took place of which even the 
Duke of Alva could not be accused. 

If Professor Hobbs knew more about the Roman Church he 
would not be “astounded” at any utterance of any Vatican agent 
at any time on any subject. He would know that the Vatican 
exists only for the benefit of the Vatican, and that the one busi- 
ness of every member of the hierarchy is to promote the projects 
that the Roman Curia has on hand at the moment. The most 
important thing just now is the Restoration of the Temporal 
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Power, and a “German peace” would go far towards the attain- 
ment of that end. 

Cardinal Gibbons having given this cue, we may expect that 
by “personal” work with individuals, in the confessional and 
elsewhere, a powerful propaganda, both open and underground 
—and especially underground—will shortly be under way all 
over the country, assuming various forms to suit local condi- 
tions for the purpose of promoting the political ambitions of 
the Vatican—even at the expense of the safety of the United 
States itself and its efforts to make the world safe for Rome’s 
greatest foe—“democracy.” 


Before the foregoing reached the printers, a press despatch 
from Boston to the New York “World” (Jan. 3) said: 

“Gov. Samuel W. McCall, upon his inauguration for a third 
term to-day, said that the United States must concentrate all its 
resources to win the war, but should not refuse to give atten- 
tion to any honest proposal for peace. 

“Tt would be far better to consider an offer of peace, even 
fraudulently made,’ he said, ‘than to refuse to give attention to 
an honest proposal. ... If an enemy fairly tells us what he 
will give and it is too little, let us tell him what we will accept. 
Otherwise we may make ourselves responsible for the further 
drifting of the universe and for the continued deepening of the 
night that is settling upon civilization.’ ”

MILWAUKEE, 1917—LONDON, 1605 


The Papal organs frequently tell their readers that the Italian 
people, while they may be weaned away from the Roman Church, 
can never become good Protestants. This is said in spite of 
the fact that in New York City, Philadelphia and Newark, N. J., 
are several Italian churches with large memberships and carry- 
ing on manifold evangelical activities with vigor and success. 

Milwaukee evidently has one of these churches, the success 
of which has led to active hostilities on the part of those who do 
not wish Italians in that city to become Protestants, and these 
objectors, as a means of obstructing the progress of evangelical 
religion among those Gentiles to whom the Apostle Peter first 
preached the Gospel of Christ, caused a bomb to be placed in 
the basement of the Italian Evangelical Church. It was discov- 
ered by the woman who cleaned the church on the morning of 
Saturday, November 24, and she told Miss Maud Richter, a 
settlement worker. She, in turn, called up the police station, and 
an officer, who said he was captain of the detectives, said he 
would send for it. At 6 p. m. it was still there, and then a Mr. 
Mazuinni took it to the police station. While it was being ex- 
amined there it exploded, killing eleven persons and wounding 
two others. The despatch to the “Newark Ledger” says that the 
infernal machine had apparently “been timed to explode when 
the church would be crowded,” and says: 

Captain of Detectives Sullivan declared to-day that he 
believed the bomb was “planted” by persons whose desire 
would be to break up the religious work which Mr. Guiliano 
is conducting among the Italians. As a reason for that belief 
he points out that “since the Bay View riot, several Sundays 
ago, when a religious meeting conducted by the missionary 
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was broken up and several detectives killed, members of 
Guiliano’s congregation have been alienated from him, mostly 
by violence.” 

3omb experts have gathered what evidence there is avail- 
able as to the construction of the bomb. It is their belief 
that the dripping of a fluid through a glass tube connected 
with the bomb effected a time control as perfect as that of 
the mechanism of a clock. 


The enterprising Newark paper obtained the following 
frdm a local Italian pastor, who is carrying on a successful work 
in that city: 

“Italian ministers in this city are familiar with the situation 
in Milwaukee and of the troubles that have arisen among their 
countrymen because of the clashes between Protestants and Cath- 
olics of Italian birth. 

“Rev. Bismark J. Coltorti, pastor of Olivet Italian Presby- 
terian Church, said yesterday that Rev. August Guiliano had left 
Milwaukee two months ago, his place having been taken by Rev. 
Thomas Boretti, another missionary. Mr. Guiliano, he said, 
had originally studied for the Catholic priesthood, but before 
his ordination embraced the Presbyterian theology. 


“Mr. Boretti, his successor, was at one time pastor of the 
Italian Presbyterian Church, Plainfield. He left Plainfield to 
go to California, and was at work as a missionary there when 
called on to take Mr. Guiliano’s place in Milwaukee. Since Mr. 
Boretti has been in Milwaukee the trouble that grew up under 
Mr. Guiliano’s ministry has grown until the tragedy Saturday 
night, Mr. Coltorti explained.” 


The episode reminds us that the Roman Church is still true 
to her phrase, Semper eadem, and that her methods have not 
changed since the days of the Gunpowder Plot, in 1605, by which 
the destruction of King James I and the whole English Parlia- 
ment was sought by means of thirty-six barrels of gunpowder, 
which were stored in a cellar under the building then used. The 
plot would in all human probability have succeeded, had it .not 
been for a letter received by a Catholic nobleman—Lord Mont- 
eagle—advising him not to attend the opening of Parliament on 
November 5. Guy Fawkes, one of the chief conspirators, was 
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arrested as he was entering the cellar on the night of November 
4, and after trial was executed on January 31, 1606. The words 
of this rhyme were sung or shouted every year till the late ’60s, 
at least: 


Remember, remember 

The fifth of November! 

I don’t see any reason 

Why Gunpowder Treason 
Should ever be forgot! 


And it would be well for the American people to remember 
that the Roman Church in Milwaukee has just reminded them 
in a practical way that her spirit is the same there in 1917 as it 
was in London in 1605. 


THE PAPACY AND “FREEDOM OF THE SEAS” 

The New York Times, Nov. 18, 1917, contained a remark- 
able article by Charles Johnston on the Bull of Pope Alexander 
VI, issued on May 4, 1493. The last paragraph of the article 
says: 

“In this way, then, did the Bull of Pope Alexander shape 
the destinies of both hemispheres for centuries, leaving vast 


traces even to-day. The result of that decree, as it touched ‘the 
freedom of the seas,’ is thus summed up by Ramsey Muir in 
Mare Liberum: ‘It practically gave a monopoly of most of the 
world’s seas to Spain and Portugal, and for a century there- 
after the ships of all nations but these voyaged at their peril in 
the South Atlantic, Indian and Pacific Oceans.’ ” 

It may be observed, in passing, also that this Bull gave to 
Spain all the land that is now Continental United States. 

Mr. Johnston’s article begins thus: 

“In his Letter to the Leaders of the Belligerent Peoples, 
Pope Benedict XV speaks of ‘the true liberty and community 
of the seas,’ as one of the terms of a lasting peace. It is of 
much historic interest that the last great restriction of ‘the free- 
dom of the seas’ was caused by one of Pope Benedict’s prede- 
cessors, that famous Cardinal Rodrigo Borgia who, in 1492, was 
raised to the Chair of St. Peter as Pope Alexander VI. A part 
of the story is very familiar to us; it is told in all our school 
histories, but, curiously enough, the sequel of the tale, which 
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shaped the world’s history for generations, even for centuries, 
is almost always omitted.” 

And he proceeds to relate this “sequel” : 

“Columbus, as we all remember, sailed from Palos and, after 
passing through many terrors, landed at Watling Island in the 
Bahamas on Oct. 12, 1492. Thereafter, he coasted along north- 
ern and eastern Cuba, passed from Cuba to Haiti, both islands 
still bearing the names which he learned from their inhabitants ; 
and, by way of the island now called Porto Rico, he made his 
way back, our popular histories tell us, to Palos, announced his 
discoveries to Queen Isabella, and was honored and acclaimed. 

“But that is not what really happened. That abbreviated ac- 
count omits the kernel of the story, the key to volumes of future 
history. In reality, Columbus did not return directly to Palos. 
A storm drove him out of his course, into the wide estuary of 
the great Portuguese river Tagus, and the news of his new 
world was instantly carried to the King of Portugal, who was 
filled with wrath at being forestalled by Spain, and was ready 
to claim for Portugal all of the new lands that Columbus had 
discovered. This was on March 10, 1493; and only on March 
15 did Columbus reach Palos, whence he sent word post-haste 
to Queen Isabella, not only that he had discovered ‘the Indies,’ 
but that the King of Portugal was preparing to claim the said 
Indies for himself. As an immediate result, the Spanish mon- 
archs sent a hurried deputation to that great Spaniard, Rodrigo 
Borgia, who now reigned at Rome as Alexander VI. And, as 
a further result, Pope Alexander VI issued, on May 4, 1493, 
just seven weeks after Columbus cast anchor in the harbor of 
Palos, the famous Bull dividing the world between Spain and 
Portugal, whose significant passages we shall presently give in 
English. 

“Portugal had very strong claims. For three-quarters of a 
century, under the splendid inspiration of Prince Henry the 
Navigator, Portuguese captains had been trying to solve the 
problem of a sea route to India. India was well known, and 
had been many times visited in the preceding hundred years, 
and much was known, from the Arab explorers and geographers, 
concerning the eastern, the further coast of Africa. Marco 
Polo, on his return by sea from the splendid court of Kublai

Khan, had heard of Madagascar, and had fairly well described 
it. And something was known, through the Moors and their 
caravan trade, of western Africa. The question was, What lay 
between? whether the Dark Continent stretched down to the 
antarctic pole, or whether there might be a way round, to 
the south. 

“An Englishman, Robert Machin, had discovered Madeira as 
early as 1370; the Canaries were discovered in 1402 by John 
de Bethencourt. Prince Henry’s captains, beginning where these 
two had left off, pushed forward southward and westward, lift- 
ing the clouds from the Sea of Darkness, visiting the Azores 
and Cape Verde Islands, poking their prows around dark Africa 
till they had surveyed the whole western coast. Fernando Po 
penetrated into the depths of the Gulf of Guinea, known by the 
reports of the Moor caravans, and found the island which still 
bears his name. Diaz, another intrepid Portuguese, had reached 
the Cape of Tempests in 1486, it was renamed Cape of Good 
Hope because it promised to reveal the long-sought route to 
India. And India was, in fact, reached twelve years later by 
Vasco de Gama, who sailed from Lisbon, reached Calicut in 
1498, and then returned safe and triumphant to Lisbon. 

“The tremendous problem had been to find a sea path tc 
India. It was Portugal that solved it. Spain, through her rep- 
resentative, Christopher Columbus, missed it by half the world. 
But, by the hugeness of his error, he made a discovery which 
had also its significance. 

“The Portuguese discoveries had been ratified by a series 
of Papal Bulls, which had granted to the Kings of Portugal, in 
somewhat vague terms, lands discovered, or to be discovered, 
“to the south and west.” Therefore, when Columbus, on his 
return from Cuba and Haiti, in early March, 1493, was blown 
into the Tagus estuary, Portugal had pretty strong claims and 
was prepared to push them. So Columbus had good reason to 
speed back to Palos within the week, and Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella had excellent justification for sending a statement of their 
case, without a moment’s delay, to their potent fellow-country- 
man enthroned at Rome. The news reached the Eternal City 
on April 11. On May 4 the great Bull was issued, which 
changed the history of the world. Its most vital passages follow: 
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“*And in order that you may undertake more freely and 
boldly the charge of so great an affair, given to you with the 
liberality of apostolic grace, We, of Our own motion, and not 
at our solicitation, nor upon petition presented to Us, upon this 
subject by other persons in your name, but of Our pure free 
will and certain knowledge, by the authority of God omnipotent 
granted to us through blessed Peter, and of the vicarship of 
Jesus Christ, which We exercise upon earth, by the tenor of 
these presents given, concede and assign forever to you, and 
to the Kings of Castile and Leon, your successors, all the islands 
and main lands discovered and which may hereafter be discov- 
ered, toward the west and south, with all their dominions, cities, 
castles, palaces and towns, and with all their rights, jurisdic- 
tions and appurtenances, whether the lands and islands found, 
or that shall be found, be situated toward India, or toward any 
other part whatsoever; and We make, constitute and depute 
you, and your aforesaid heirs and successors, lords of them, with 
full, free and absolute power and authority and jurisdiction; 
drawing, however, and fixing a line from the arctic pole, that is, 
from the north, to the antarctic pole, that is, to the south, which 
line must be distant from any one of the islands whatsoever, 
commonly called the Azores and Cape Verde Islands, a hundred 
leagues toward the west and south; upon condition that no other 
Christian King or Prince has actual possession of any of the 
islands and main lands found, or that shall be found, discov- 
ered, or that shall be discovered, from the aforesaid line toward 
the west and south, until the day of the Nativity of our Lord 
Jesus Christ last past, from which the present year, one thou- 
sand four hundred and ninety-three begins, when some of the 
aforesaid islands were discovered by your messengers and cap- 
tains; decreeing nevertheless that by this Our donation, con- 
cession and assignment it is not intended to take or deprive of 
the right of discovery any other Christian Prince who may have 
actually possessed the said islands and mainlands up to the 
aforementioned day of the Nativity of our Lord Jesus Christ. ...’ 

“By an agreement entered into in the following year between 
the rulers of Portugal and Spain, embodied in a treaty signed 
at Tordesillas on June 7, 1494, this act was slightly modified. 
The Spanish Ribeiro map of 1527 shows Labrador, so named 
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on that map, as belonging to the King of Portugal. This is 
quite logical, since the discoveries of the Cabots and their suc- 
cessors in that region, having been made subsequent to Christ- 
mas, 1492, were held to be null and void” [as King Henry VII 
of England recognized this Bull as binding on himself.—Epb.}.

CONCERNING THE RESTORATION OF THE 
TEMPORAL POWER 

The one great interest that the Vatiean has in the outcome 
of the Great War is the Restoration of the Temporal Power of 
the Pope. Whether Empires fall, Republics are destroyed or 
small nations are obliterated, are matters of small consequence 
to the Vatican as compared with this. There are not lacking in 
Europe conservative, painstaking scholars and writers, whose 
qualifications for passing judgment are only equaled by accuracy, 
who regard this War itself is the direct result of the intrigues 
of Papal agents extending over many years—especially in Ger- 
many. In this country for years there has not been a convention 
or gathering of any important Catholic body at which the first 
resolutions adopted have not expressed renewed allegiance to 
the Pope and a desire for “the independence of the Holy See”— 
considered to be a euphemism for Temporal Power. 

The “Newark Ledger” of Dec. 2, 1917, contains an article 
which says that a large movement is on foot among Roman 
Catholics in France in this direction, in the form of a demand 
for the restoration of diplomatic relations with the Holy See. 
A monster petition is being signed in every diocese demanding 
that the Government once more accredit a diplomatic represen- 
tative agent to the Vatican. 
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In this connection it may be mentioned that, according to the 
New York “Times” of the same date, the Bolsheviki in power 
in Petrograd had just published the terms of an agreement made 
between Great Britain, France, Russia and Italy, by which the 
three first Powers were to support Italy in preventing the inter- 
vention of Pope Benedict XV from ending the war, and also 
shut out Papal influence in regulating questions concerning it. 
This document was said to have been signed April 26, 1915.
